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The Wise county teachers’ institute 
held a very fine session here last 
Saturday. In the morning a regular 
program was carried out, 
and 
at 
eleven a joint session was held with 
the trustees to hear Hon. W. E. 
Fitzgerald. Judge Fitzgerald’s ad­ 
dress on education was 
indeed a 
master-piece and was greatly enjoy­ 
ed. Ho is a great thinker 
and 
is 
plain in his advocacy of general im- 
rovement of the school system. At 
>:30 the teachers and trustees met to 
►ar Hon. Clarence Ousley, editor of 
e Ft. W orth Record. Mr. Ousley 
is one of the most prominent men in 
the educational affairs of the 
state, 
and he is a very pleasing and practi­ 
cal speaker who* carries 
conviction 
with his arguments. 
His 
address 
dealt with many proposed 
educa­ 
tional 
reforms, 
and his clear-cut 
propositions showed his great study 
and knowledge of the needs of the 
state public school system. 
A business session of the institute 
was held, during which Decatur was 
selected as the place for holding the 
next summer normal, and the gener­ 
ous offer by the trustees of the use of 
the Baptist college buildings for the 
normal was accepted. Prof. 
J. B. 
Bird, superintendent of the Chico 
schools, was elected conductor. Th© 
selection of Prof. Bird as conductor 
insu. I? juccess for the next normal, 
as he is one of our best instructors, 
and is an untiring worker in school 
affairs. 
An efficient faculty for the 
normal was chosen 
as follows; M. 
O. Bryant of Boyd, Frank W allace 
of Rhome, W. E. Hutchins of Slidell, 
Misses Effle Atkins of Paradise and 
Josh Yeary of Alvord,

The Railroad Situation 


The railroad 
situation demands 
further immediate action upon the 
part of Decatur if the railroad is se­ 
cured. The situation as outlined to 
us by the committee having the m at­ 
ter in charge is as follows : 
The 
amount of the bonus required, $30,- 
000, has been raised and is ready to 
turn over to the promotors. 
A sur­ 
plus of $11,000 has been secured in 
notes to go toward paying for the 
right of way, but it cannot be ascer­ 
tained at present if this will be a suf­ 
ficient amount. 
It is believed by the 
committee this amount will be suffi­ 
cient, but it cannot be justly asked 
by any of our citizenship that they 
sign a bond guaranteeingthedelivery 
of the right of way which is necessary 
when it cannot possibly be known 
what said right of way will cost. 
W hile it is the responsible duty of 
the entire citizenship to guarantee 
the delivery of this right of way, it 
seems impracticable to produce an 
instrument which will have that ef­ 
fect. 
As a matter of convenience-to 
the Decatur people, and with the pub­ 
lic spirited purpose in view of secur­ 
ing the railroad for Decatur, Messrs. 
LU lard, Rogers, McMurray, Cars­ 
well and others came forward and 
announced their willingness to indi­ 
vidually sign a bond guaranteeing 
the right of way which will secure 
the road for Decatur. 
But it is rea­ 
sonable and 
just that these men 
should seek to be indemnified for any 
loss they might sustain beyond their 
proportionate share of the expense 
which the right of way might cost in 
excess of the $11,000 which has been 
donated. 
As was stated, the com­ 
mittee believes the $11,000 will be 
equal to the emergency and that it 
will not be necessary for any person 
to donate an amount additional to 
what he has already subscribed. But 
it would be neither wise nor safe for 
them to sign the guarantee bond, nor 
can we justly ask it of them, when it 
cannot be established if the amount 
raised will be sufficient for the pur­ 
poses. So for the purpose of indem­ 
nification and as a measure of pre­ 
caution, a subscription list is being 
circulated to give the people an op­ 
portunity to subscribe their propor­ 
tionate amounts of the possible bur­ 
den. 
It is a reasonable measure and 
one that the people should sign will- 
ingly, but the pertinent matter is that 
such action must be taken before the 
railroad is secured for Decatur. 
Messrs. Lillard. Rogers and others 
cannot be blamed for refusing to turn 
over the right-of-way bond without 
some hope of being indemnified for 
what it may be necessary for them to 
pay for the right of way above $11,* 
OOO. 
This last amount will probably be 
sufficient. 
The people across whose 
land the road will pass are seeing 
that Decatur is being hard pushed to 
secure the road, and it is not be­ 
lieved they will be extortionate in 
their demands. 
Some of them also 
are 
putting the community under 
their 
obligation 
by donating the 
right of way outright .

TO TRUCK GROWERS 


Ppreparations Made For 
Planting Many Acres 
in Paying Crops 


Another good meeting of the truck 
growers’ association was held last 
Saturday. 
The report of the special 
seed-buying committee was read and 
adopted. 
The association adopted 
the following as the principal crops 
to be raised : Alabama sweet water­ 
melons, Rocky Ford improved canta­ 
loupes, Dwarf Champion tomatoes, 
Davis wax beans, Early Ohio and 
Bliss Triumph Southern-grown Irish 
potatoes. 
These will constitute the 
principal crops, but members are at 
liberty to plant any kind of truck 
crops, for which active efforts will be 
made to obtain a market. 
Quotations on seed prices were read 
and the seed firm with which the asso­ 
ciation will deal was selected. The 
prices seemed to please all present 
and many subscribed for seed at this 
meeting. 
The secretary will advise 
each member by mail as to the price 
and quantity of seed required for an 
acre’s planting, and it is hoped all 
members will immediately subscribe 
for seed, so that the bulk order may 
soon be turned in to be filled. 
The committee acting in these mat­ 
ters was retained to buy the seed and 
to decide further place and date for 
next meeting.

On Saturday this community made 
a report of the followingresolutions, 
which were adopted by 
the confer­ 
ence: 
To the Chairman of Trustees Con­ 
ference: 
We, your Committee on legislation 
beg to report as follows: 
1. 
We favor the extension of the 
scholastic 
age 
from 
seven 
to 
twenty-one years of age. 
2. 
We believe 
that 
education 
should be made compulsory for all 
children between the ages 
of eight 
and sixteen for at least four months 
in each year. 
3. 
We favor a more adequate law 
requiring that agriculiure be taught 
in the schools and that its provisions 
be made mandatory. 
4. 
We believe the 
agricultural 
and mechanical college should not be 
dependent upon any other institution 
for financial support and hence that 
all appropriations for its mainte­ 
nance be direct. 
5. 
We favor the establishment of 
four subordinate 
Agricultural and 
Industrial schools, one for each 
of 
the four quarters of the state. 
Locally we would reommend: 
1. That our county be redistricted 
into school districts and that in the 
redistucting less regard be had tp 
conveniences and accessbilly to the 
school house than to the building of 
better and more efficient schools. 
2. That a propoganda be started 
having for its object the erection of 
better school houses in the several 
districts and their furnishing with , 
better and more modern facilties. 
ti. 
We favor a repeal of the law 
allowing teachers pay for attending 
Teachers’ Institute.

Remove every useless article and

{walls and if necessary whitewash or 
•spray thoroughly. Clean the dropping 
{boards and make repairs on them and 
(tbs roosts, so that droppings can he 
*easily remove at a1) times during the 
whiter. 
Remove every bit of litter 
ifrom the floor and if it is a dirt floor 
(take out at least a couple of inches of 
jtbe old dirt, which should be replaced 
jwlth clean loam. Make ready a corner 
Ila each pen that can be used as a 
dusting box. 
This can be kept sup- 
with the fine siftings from hard 
MMI ashes and will be much enjoyed 
the whole flock. If it can be placed

Prevention of Milk Fevor. 


J The best way to treat milk fever is 
C 
o prevent it. 
While a eow should be 
veil fed previous to freshening, she 
should not be fed on too concentrated 
ifood. Good hay, bran, a little oilmeal, 
«ome potatoes or other roots to keep 
iher bowls • free aud exercise every 
•day make the proper regimen. 
At 
^freshening do not milk all the milk out 
of the udder for the first few milk­ 
ings. 
These precautions will bring 
the cow in all right.

Sheep as Guards Against Weeds. 
I There is no class of live stock that 
(looks so weft on the farm as a flock of 
•well cared for sheep, and no other 
stock will take as good care of the 
farm. 
Sheep may be regarded as 
gleaners of profit, for they will eat al­ 
most all kinds of weeds and briers. 
And, then, the weed seeds eaten by 
siheep will not germinate in the ma­ 
nure and when once destroyed by eat­ 
ing are entirely destroyed. 


Directions For Administering Medicine 
to the Animat. 
The bottle most commonly employed, 
a n d the best glass bottle as regards 
shape and strength, is a quart cham­ 
pagne, but a better appliance still is 
the tin drenching bottle sold by the 
agricultural supply stores. It cannot 
be broken and is provided with an air 
hole wiiich secures a steady and even 
flow of medicine from the neck. 
In administering the dose the com­ 
mon practice is to straighten and 
slightly elevate the head hy grasping 
the nose with the forefinger and thumb 
of the left ham], but this is calculated 
to interfere with respiration and is un­ 
necessary except in the case of very 
rough animals, which are certainly 
rendered mare amenable to reason by 
of the muzzle.

medicine to stasQ VIA M i ftMfe 
against the right shoulder s t t%» cow. 
slightly fix the head to the right and. 
passing the left arm over the face, 
place tile hand in the left side of the 
mouth with the fingers against the pal­ 
ate. and give the dose with the bottle 
bald in the right, hand, introducing 
only the nozzle and allowing the con­ 
tents to run out with a continuous 
st cr. dy flow. 
Where an assistant is necessary to 
the holding of the animal he should 
stand on the left side and grasp both 
horns, or lf the beast is very unruly 
take the right horn in the right hand 
and grasp the nasal septum firmly 
with the left, turning the head In the 
direction of the administrator on the 
right side of the animal and avoiding 
too much elevation. 
With very rough or wild cattle an in 
atrament, for grasping the nasal sep­ 
tum. called “bulldogs.*’ is employed, 
but a couple of determined men can 
generally give the drink while this in 
atrament H Inking fixed. 
Generally 
what may be called the quiet met lied 
Is the easiest and most expeditious, 
aud 
the expert manipulator rarely 
nerds any assistance in the dosing.-

Symptoms and Treatment OI 


This Dread Disease. 


Economy demands that we save 
everything that has been produced 


if it has any value as a food for man 
cr animals. 
The fact that i: is not 
ratable need not deter us. 
Many 


products that are not salable have 
utility on the farm. 


When sheep are suffering from the 
•presence of stomach worms the first 
noticeable symptom is a lassitude, with 
a desire to keep behind when the flock 
Us being driven. 
An occasional stum­ 
ble will be noticed if hurried. On be­ 
ing caught and the wool parted the 
skin, instead of being of a pink color, 
will be found of a bluish white. 
The 
veins of the eyeball will be of a blue 
color, with a watery buttermilk look to 
th e eye. 
These are the characteristic 
symptoms of the stomach worm, and 
th e sooner this sheep or lamb is dosed 
th e better. 
Now abouts the gasoline treatment. 
Gasoline needs to be given with ex 
treme care or it will kill the sheep. A 
tablespoonful is a full dose for a ma­ 
ture sheep, less for a lamb, and always 
(give it after a fast of twelve or more 
'hours. It must be mixed with oil, usu­ 
ally raw linseed, and not less than four 
times as much oil as gasoline. 
Then 
put In a full half pint of milk (skirn- 
milk will do). 
Then always set the 
sheep or lamb upon its buttock to give 
the dose, and as gasoline will not mix 
with either oil or milk it m ust be 
shaken until the very moment it is 
slowly poured down the sheep, or it 
will strangle, or the gasoline will in­ 
jure the mucous membraues of the 
stomachs. 
Some have advised giving 
the dose every 
morning for three 
mornings, but I am convinced this is 
unnecessary. 
Two mornings in suc­ 
cession are sufficient.—C. V. Smead, V. 
S., in National Stockman. 


E c c y VVcy of W atering C hicks. 
If is generally very hard to keep 
enough water iii si .all pans for (he lit­ 
tle ( hicks to drink. 
If a large pan is 
used they are apt to fall in and drown.

For litany years there lived In Phil­ 
adelphia a negro veteran of the war 
(between the states named Dee Wilton 
(Laws, the janitor of the G. A. It. head­ 
quarters. 
His duties in this connec­ 
tion occupied a part of his time. The 
(fest of it was pretty well occupied in 
drawing four pensions. 
One of them 
twas his own, but the others were those 
fit other men—two dead, one living. 
(Being rather keen on pensions, Laws 
futherm ore had his wife draw an 
annuity which was not rightfully hers, 
making five pensions in the family. 
Laws and his wife lived in the south 
end of Philadelphia, where for several 
years there resided with them an old 
negro pensioner named Robinson and 
his wife, Susan. Robinson died. 
His 
widow, Susan, began to draw the pen­ 
sion. Then she died. The pension bu­ 
reau never heard of Susan Robinson’s 
death, for Mrs. Dee Wilton Laws could 
sign a voucher just as well as Susan 
Robinson herself.

{handed Annie Laws a snug little sum

gro named Robinson had once served 
in the army.

HINTS FOR THE 
BUSY HOUSEWIFE 


New House Cleaner Handy 
For Many Purposes. 


An improved type of house cleaner 
Uus been invented by a Pennsylvania 
man. It is a mop with an attachment 
by which it can be wrung dry by the 
turning of a crank and a device which 
holds it spread out on the floor. There 
is a long handle, of course, with a 
metal holder at the bottom. The cloth 
is removably attached to this holder 
by wires, and the lower part of the 
holder is so hinged that it follows the 
movement of the mop. 
Thus when 
the cleaner is swabbed over the floor 
this section of the apparatus holds it 
flat and permits it to be used with 
much more effectiveness than when it 
Is necessary to poke it about In a 
lump. The upper end of the cloth is 
attached to a beveled gear, which is 
operated by a crank. When the mop 
is to be wrung out the crank is turned 
and the gear twists the cloth tightly. 
A thumbscrew lock on the crank shaft 
prevents the crank from turning at 
other times. 
This cleaner is useful 
not only on floors, but on ceilings, 
walls and windows.
